To  the  Chairman  and  Members, 

NEATH  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1944,  this  being  the  26th  Report  during  my 
period  of  office  and  is  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  circulars 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  birth-rate  at  20.3  is  considerably  higher  than  for  1943,  when  it  was  17.7,  and  is  in 
fact  the  highest  rate  recorded  since  1926.  The  death-rate  is  10.6,  as  compared  with  1111  for  1943,  and  is  the  lowest 
recorded  since  1931.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  at  32.4  is  appreciably  lower  than  that  for  1943,  when  it  was  62.8, 
and  is  the  lowest  on  record  for  your  area.  The  maternal  death-rate  is  6.0,  as  compared  with  4.17  for  1943  in  other 
words,  there  were  5 deaths  in  1944,  compared  with  3 for  1943. 

During  the  year  there  were  2 deaths  from  Diphtheria,  in  neither  case  of  which  had  the  child  been  immunised. 

A comparable  Table  for  births,  deaths  and  infant  deaths,  for  the  whole  of  the  County  is  given  on  page  6, 
from  which  you  will  observe  that  your  district  compares  favourably  with  other  areas  in  the  County. 

The  need  for  houses  in  your  area  is,  as  you  are  already  aware,  very  desperate,  and  it  is  gratifying  that  the 
Council  also  take  a serious  view  of  the  matter  and  will  make  every  effort  to  relieve  the  position. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Treasurer  and  Engineer  for  information  supplied  me  for  the  purpose  of  this  Report. 

In  view  of  the  fact  of  my  having  reached  the  age  of  retirement  this  will  probably  be  my  last  Annual  Report 
to  you.

Public  Cleansing. 

Scavenging  in  the  parishes  of  Coedffranc,  Neath  Higher,  Blaengwrach  and  Cwmgwrach  Ward  is  done  directly 
by  the  Council.  In  all  other  parts  of  the  area  scavenging  is  done  under  the  contract  system. 

I again  call  your  attention  to  the  unsatisfactory  method  of  scavenging  in  your  district.  The  number  of  times 
which  the  scavenger  calls  at  houses  in  your  area,  namely,  three  times  weekly,  is  quite  sufficient  but  the  main  trouble 
lies  in  the  fact  that  the  number  of  dumps  at  which  refuse  is  deposited  is  too  numerous  and  little,  if  any,  control  is 
exercised  over  them,  the  refuse  just  being  deposited  from  the  lorries  and  carts,  very  often  over  steep  refuse  banks, 
with  the  result  that  these  dumps  are  unsatisfactory,  unhealthy  and  breeding  grounds  for  rats.  Until  such  time  as 
these  dumps  are  reduced  in  number  and  the  method  of  tipping  thereat  controlled,  little,  if  any,  improvement  can  be 
expected. 

I earnestly  draw  your  attention  to  this  problem,  which  is  one  which  1 have  brought  to  your  notice  every  year 
for  the  last  26  years.

Overcrowding. 

No  actual  figures  in  respect  of  overcrowding  in  your  area  are  available  at  present. 

Speaking  generally,  the  position  is  much  the  same  as  it  is  throughout  the  whole  country,  this  position  having 
progressively  worsened  through  the  war  years.  There  are  many  cases  of  extreme  overcrowding  in  the  area  and 
married  couples  with  young  children  find  it  almost  impossible  to  get  accommodation  which  may  be  classed  as  any- 
where near  suitable.  There  is,  I feel,  little  need  for  me  to  urge  the  necessity  for  building  in  your  area  as  this  fact 
is  thoroughly  well  known  to  everyone.

Disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  All  woodwork  such  as  skirting  boards, 
picture  rails  and  floor-boards  is  removed  and  the  rooms  are  then  sprayed  with  " Zaldecide  ”,  “ Pyagra  ”, 
or  "Vermoose”.  Household  effects  are  also  sprayed  with  either  of  the  above-named  products.  After 
treatment  the  houses  in  question  are  re-visited  and  it  is  usually  found  that  the  above  method  of 
treatment  is  remarkably  efficient,  and  especially  so  when  the  houses  are  not  of  a very  old  type. 


V.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. — During  the  year  281  visits  were  paid  to  farms  and  dairies  in  the  area. 

There  are  135  registered  milk  producers  in  the  area,  of  whom  107  sell  by  retail  and  28  by  wholesale.  The  number 
of  milk  vendors  who  are  retailers  only  is  18.  In  addition  6 producers  from  outside  the  area  retail  milk  within  the 
area.

In  all  cases  where  a " C ” result  was  obtained  visits  have  been  paid  to  the  farms  by  an  advisory  officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and  by  your  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  advice  in  the  production  of  a clean  milk 
has  been  given,  with  good  results  in  most  cases. 

During  the  year  five  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  examination  for  Tubercle  Bacilli.  In  each  case  no 
Tubercle  Bacilli  were  found. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. — There  s one  slaughterhouse  in  the  area  requisitioned  by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  namely, 
Court  Herbert  Slaughterhouse,  near  Neath. 

The  meat  from  animals  slaughtered  thereat  is  mainly  used  for  manufacturing  purposes.  The  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  during  the  year  was  less  than  in  previous  years,  and  particularly  in  respect  of  calves — the  numbers  for 
1943  and  1944  being  17,640  and  9,603  respectively. 

Bovine  animals  brought  in  for  slaughter  are  mostly  old  cows  from  milch  herds  which  have  been  rejected  from 
grading  at  the  Marts.  Many  of  these  old  cows'are  tubercular,  emaciated  and  dropsical,  these  reasons  chiefly  being 
the  cause  for  such  a high  percentage  of  condemnations  which  is  given  below.

Scarlet  Fever. — 148  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  There  were  no  deaths.  The  attack  rate  was  3.74 
per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Diphtheria. — 66  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  There  were  two  deaths.  The  attack  rate  was  1 67  and 
the  death  rate  .05  per  1 ,000  of  the  population. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. — 3 cases  were  notified  during  the  year  All  three  recovered  They  were  not  admitted 
to  hospital. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  -There  was  only  one  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  notified  during  the  \ ear. 
This  case  recover  d and  there  was  no  impairment  of  vision. 

Erysipelas. — 8 cases  were  notified,  giving  an  attack  rate  of  .202  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Pneumonia. — 38  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified  during  the  year  and  there  were  15  deaths,  as  compared 
with  18  the  previous  year.  The  attack  rate  was  .96  per  1,000  of  the  population  and  the  death  rate  .37  per  1,000  of 
the  population. 

Measles. —251  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  274  the  previous  year.  There  were  no 
deaths.  The  attack  rate  was  6.34  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Whooping  Cough. — There  were  58  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  in  1944,  compared  with  141  the  previous  vear. 
There  was  one  death,  that  of  a child  of  two  months.  The  death  rate  was  .02  per  1,000  of  the  population  and  the 
attack  rate  was  1.45  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. — One  case  was  notified  during  the  year  and  this  case  recovered  Two  patients  died 
in  West  Glamorgan  Hospital  from  the  disease  but  these  had  not  been  notified  as  suffering  from  the  complaint. 

Tuberculosis. — 62  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  10  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  year,  as  compared  with  75  and  17  respectively  last  year. 

During  1944  there  were  25  deaths  from  Pulmonary  T.B.  and  7 from  Non-Pulmonary  T.B.,  as  compared  w ith 
26  and  5 respectively  the  previous  year.

The  ratio  of  Non-Notified  Tuberculosis  Deaths  to  total  Notified  Tuberculosis  Deaths  is  as  5 is  to  27. 

Of  the  5 deaths,  three  occurred  in  hospital,  two  of  T.B.  Meningitis  and  the  third  of  T.B.  Enteritis.  A fourth 
had  been  removed  from  the  register  in  1935  as  having  recovered.  In  the  last  case  the  doctor  concerned  was  of  th 
opinion  that  the  case  had  been  notified. 

Scabies. 

Scabies  Clinics  for  the  treatment  of  local  children  and  adult  sufferers  wee  held  at  the  Cadoxton  Gymnasium 
up  until  October,  1944,  after  which  date  the  Gymnasium  no  longer  functioned  as  a First  Aid  Post  and  the  premises 
were  no  longer  available  to  us.  The  area  was  thus  without  a Scabies  treatment  centre,  apart  from  Cadoxton  House, 
until  April,  1945,  when  arrangements  were  made  with  the  Neath  Borough  Authority  for  cases  from  the  Rural  Area 
to  attend  the  Clinic  at  Dyfed  Road. 

In  the  period  between  1/1/44  and  31/10/44,  66  males  (50  of  them  under  15  years  of  age)  and  123  females  (58 
of  them  under  15)  received  treatment  at  the  Cadoxton  Gymnasium,  giving  a total  of  583  treatments.  2 of  the  children 
attending  were  afterwards  sent  to  Cadoxton  House  for  more  intensive  treatment. 

23  local  children  in  all  received  treatment  at  Cadoxton  House.
